not a singie case of lockjaw has resulted 
from injection of vaccine virus.

While Mr. L. J. Davis of Manistee, 
Mich,, was riding his horse near the rail- 
road, the animal was frightened at a 
assing train and became unmanageable.

Chemist Found No Blood on 
Mrs, Bonine’s Garment, 


THE CASE IS ALMOST ENDED 


IT IS NOT PROBABLE THAT SHE 
WILL GO ON THE STAND 


The Prosecution Is Disappointed in 
Weakness of the Case Which It 
Has Been Able to Present. 


Special to the Post-Disepetch. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. W.—There are indi- 
cations that the trial of Mrs. Lola Ida Bo- 
nine, accused of the murder of James Sey- 
mour Ayres, will be brought to a close 
much earlier than had been expected. Dis- 
trict Attorney Gould announced that the 
government had but three more Witnesses, 
and expected to be able to close its case to- 
day. 

If Mr. Gould's expectations as to closing 
are realized, and the defense does not deem 
it necessary to offer any evidence, only the 
arguments will remain for next week. The 
attorneys for the defense feel certain that 
the jury must acquit the accused woman on 
the testimony now before it, but they will 
not disclése their program until the govern- 
ment has rested. 


Mra. Bonine May 
Not Testify. 

There is no indication that Mrs. Bonine 
will go on ‘the stand.| Her attorneys do not 
believe it is necessary, especially since her 
story of the tragedy is already before the 
jury in the form of statements made to 


the police. Should she go on the stand she 
would‘be subjected to a rigid cross-exami- 
nation. ' 

The government has been disappointed in 
the character of the testimony given by its 
witnesses. The prosecution had expected 
mucn stronger evidence than has been thus 
far adduced. 

The room occupied by the criminal court 
in which Mrs. onine is undergoing trial 
today presented semewhat the appearance 
of a junk shop from the fact that a number 
of the belongings of Ayers’ room in the 
Kenmore Hotel were exhibited. These in- 
cluded the bloodstained carpet, which 
covered the floor, Ayers’ two trunks and a 
section from the inner part of the wall of 
the room belonging under the window, 
showing blood upon plaster and wagsh- 
board. The wrapper worn by Mrs. Bo- 
nine on the night of the tragedy also was 
shown. 

Lieut. James A: Moore of the police force 
was the first witness. He identified this 
miscellaneous assortment of chattels. He 
said that, acting under Mrs. Bonine’s in- 
structions, he had gone to her room the day 
she made her confession to the chief of po- 
lice and had.procured the wrapper and had 
delivered it to the detectives. There are 
torn places.under the arms of the gar- 
ment which he had not seen on that occa- 
sion, but he said on cross-examination that 
they might possibly have been there with- 
out his seeing them, 


No Blood on 
Woman’s Wrapper. 

Dr, : Edware#. Schaeffer, the chemist, 
who made a search for blood on Mrs. 
Bonine’s wrapper and analyzed the blood 
on other articles in Ayres’ room, testified 
that he had examined the wrapper with 


great care and had failed to find any in- 

ication whatever of blood. “I did not 

tind a spot as big as a pin’s head,’ he 

said. He also said that the rips under the 
now larger than when he first 
dress. 

District Attorney Gould asked: “‘In case 
of a struggle between a larger person and 
a small one in which the larger had been 
80 wounded that blood poured over the 
smaller person’s shoulder and the two had 
fallen to the floor, together, would it have 
been posstbie to cleanse the garment from 
the blood that would have gotten on it?’ 

“It would have been possibie to do so by 
the use of chemicals and by boiling in a 
vat,”’ replied the witness. ‘‘By this process 
all traces of blood can be removed.” 
“Would ordinary washing take it out?’ 
“I think not.’ 

“If the garment had been recently washed 
could you have determined the fact?’’ 

“T could; it had not been washed.”’ 

On cross-¢xamination, Dr. Schaeffer said 
he had used only the microscopic test; he 
had made no chemical analysis. 

On cross-examination, Dr. Schaeffer said 
he had not intended to say that the wrap- 
per had never been washed, but that it had 
not recently been washed. 

Dr. Shaeffer was sen eree to a rigid 
cross-examination, Mr. ulton, one of the 
attorneys for the defense using for the pur- 
pose of veg ty, Bory: points a young man 
and, later, Mrs. eacham, Mrs. Bonine’s 
sister.

When Dr. Schaeffer was excused, James

ington the day after the tragedy. 

Mr, Ayres said he had sought out Mrs. 
Bonine, ‘‘and,’’ he said, “I told her about 
my boy. who had been murdered.’ He then 


went on to say that he told her how his 
son had lost his mother when he was 3 
years old, and how near and dear he was 
to him, because of the care he had given 
him. “I tried,’ he said, ‘‘to be as sympa- 
thetic as I could, because I had it in my 
mind that Mrs. Bonine was the destroyer of 
my son's life, and I wanted to find the 
guilty one. I dwelt upon his character as 
a dutiful and obedient boy, and told her of 
my affectionate parting with him when 
he left me in Michigan to come to Wash- 
ington in May, 1900. 
really — up my heart to her, telling 
her how when he had left me in Detroit he 
had thrown his arms about me and kissed 
me on the lips as a daughter would have 
done. I told her how I had admonished him 
to protect his reputation, saying to him that 
I knew he was going to a tough place. I 
told him that I wanted him to continue in 
the course he had pursued, and I preferred 
that he should not drink at all, but that if 
he did drink, he should not take more than 
one drink at a time.”’ e 
In response to a question from Mr. Gould, 
Mr. Ayres said that Mrs. Bonine had made 
no response while he was talking, but that 
when he concluded, she sald something 
which he would never forget. What this 
something was Mr. Ayres’ statement did 
not reveal, and no question was asked to

MR. COOK'S ASTOUNDING ADMISSIONS. 


Remarkable facts concerning the contributions of corporations 
interested in legislation and tax equalization, and the infiuenc- 
ing of legislation by Democratic state officers and state com- 
mitteemen have been brought to light in the libel suit brought 
by ex-Representative Cardwell of Kansas City on account of 
the harsh things said of hira by Secretary of State Cook. 

Ex-Representative F. E. Ransdell of Cedar County testified 
that Mr. Seibert, then state auditor, had asked him to vo‘eé 
against the stockyards bill because the stockyards company had 
contributed money to the Democratic campaign fund. 

Secretary of State Cook, then Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, testified that Col. Phelps and Col. Carroll had 
collected and paid large sums for the campaign which were en- 
tered in his (Cook’s) name. He testified that H. 8S. Priest, at- 
torney for the St. Louis Transit Co., had contributed $6000 to 
the campaign fund just previous to the company’s successful 
effort to secure from the Legislature the law authorizing the 
consolidation of St. Louis’ street railways. 

Mr. Cook also testified that Mr. Seibert had collected $3009 or 
$4000. Mr. Cook himself had asked for the passage of the horse 
breeders’ bill on the ground that it would shut up the pool- 
rooms. 

If Mr. Cook thinks that bill was passed to check gambling and 
not to monopolize the privilege of race track gambling he is the 
only man in Missouri, who knows anything about the law, that 
thinks so. 

This is a pretty mess to lay before the people, and especially 
the Democrats of Missouri. State officers elected to guard pop- 
ular interests and party committeemen are engaged in levying 
campaign assessments on lobby leaders and -privileged corpora- 
tions interested in legislation, and then lobbying to push or de- 
feat legislation as the corporations may dictate. 

Is it necessary to seek further. for the reasons that certain 
legislative bills favored by powerful interests are ‘‘greased’’ and 
other bills opposed by these interests are ‘‘blocked’’ in Jefferson 
City? Is it necessary to ask again why it is impossible «do have 
franchise property justly assessed in Missouri?

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THE LEGISLATIVE. REAPPORTIONMENT. 


A correspondent shows that in the next legislature St. Louis 
will be represented by 17 Republicans and 5 Democrats—a condi- 
tion brought about by the redistricting of the city. 

The Republicans have heaped reproaches upon the Democrats 
for gerrymandering the state in the interest of Democratic 
cohgressional cgndidates. Their eloquent denunciations of the 
outrage will be turned back upon themselves. 

The McKinley vote in 1900 was 60,657;‘the Bryan vote was 60,0%. 
On this basis the representation in the legislature should be 
divided eqhal!y between the two parties and probably a fair ap- 
portionment would effect such a distribution. 

But fair apportionment is just what neither party wants, ap- 
parently. When the Democratic kettle offends the Republican 
pot vibrates with indignation and, when opportunity offers, betters 
the instruction received from the kettle. 

Both are black, both are dirty, both are hollow humbugs. 

The legislative reapportionment of St. Louls may insure to the 
Republicans a !arge gain in the next legislature. But on the other 
hand it may be a boomerang, which will kick over the politicians 
who hope to gain by it. Voters sometimes take sober views of po- 


litical outrages.

Local Bank Stocks Neglected and 
Hardly Quoted—Interest in Trust 
Stocks Quiet.

Today's session of the Stock Exchange 
was not only a repetition of the past two 
days In the way of heavy dealings in cer- 
tain issues, but a record breaker for a Sat- 
urday. Never since the Exchange was or- 
ganized has there been witnessed such a 
scene of wild excitement as characterized 
the proceedings on the floor this morning 
It was a wild and crazy market, and so 
quickly were sales made and so confusing 
was the noise that it was found utierly 


impossible to keep track of the sales made. 

The storm center hovered around St. Louis 
Transit and Missouri Trust. These two 
had the floor and while at their most active 
point everything else was neglected. 

The week on the Stock Exchange has been a 
lively one, but today’s experiences discounted ail 
previous records in the way of excitement, though 
the total dealings were probably smaller. Yet as 
remarked above, the day bears the palm for a 
Saturday. 

The first stock taken hold of when the market 
opened for business was Missouri Trust, which 
was found to not only have recovered trom its late 
depreseion and weakness, but had developed run- 
away features over night, the market opening 
with buyers and sales at $4.50 higher and advan-- 
ing and selling another point higher. Tue buy- 
ing orders were heavy and urgent, and the ag- 
gregate salee over 1100 shares, the range pald be- 
ing from $150 to $151 and bulk of sales at $150. 

Another lively and excited stock, which divided 
the honors with Misscuri Trust, was st. Lows 
Transit. At New York a stronger and higher 
market was reported by wife, to which the market 
here responded in a manner to create the wildest 
sort of excitement on ‘change, the highest point in 
the history of the stock being reached, and the 
dealings being the second to the largest of the 
week. The noise and confusion was very great 
during the tradi in this etock,-and more than 
once the Seehere kad to be called to order.

LONDON, Nov. 30.—In anticipation of this 
beins the last appearance in public of Theo- 
dore Jackson and Laura. Jackson (Ann 
Odelia Diss DeBar) before their committal 
for trial at the Old Bailey, the Marylebone 
Police Court was crowded today.

Councilman Boyce Would Make Water 
Works Electric Railway Employes 
Subject to Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements. 


The partial transfer of appointive power 
in the water department from Water Com- 
missioner Flad to President Phillips of the 
Board of Public Improvements is proposed 
in a bill introduced into the council Friday 
evening by Capt. Joseph Boyce. 

The bill relates to the employes of the 
new Waterworks electric railway, who, ac- 
cording to its provisions, must hereafter be 


named by the president of the board. and 
nd&t by the water commissioner. The posi- 
tions named are the following: Superintend- 
ent, $100 per month; three dynamo tenders, 
$60 per month each; three conductors, $@ 
per month each, and as many mechanics 
and laborers as may. be necessary, the me- 
chanics to receive $4 a day and the labor- 
ers $2. 

Capt. Boyce also introduced an ordinance 
ey eg to prevent the erection of livery 
stables by subterfuge, providing that livery 
and sale stables, quarries and rendering 
works shall be established only by ordin- 
ance, and that buildings erected for gether 
purposes. cannot be turned into livery 
stables without a special ordinance. 

A bill to appropriate $500 for the coroner, 
half for a horse and half for other office 
expenses, was introduced by Capt. Boyce. 
President Hornsby of the Council, while 
acting as mayor, recently vetoed a bill ap- 
propriating $200 for the purchase of a horse 
for the coroner. 

The Council received the conduit ordin- 
ance recently prepared by the Board of 
Public Improvements, requiring that all 
telegraph and telephone wires in the pres- 
ent underground district. and in the dis- 
trict as it may hereafter be created, shall 
be placed in conduits within one year.
